A third volume is in preparation which lists in systematic order all the 
names included in volumes 1 and 2.

new names based on specimens in their institutions. Labelling of the 
specimens before publication is no substitute ; see the entry “ meinert- 
zhageni ” in the additions and corrections to volume 1 on p. 618. 

We hope that our colleagues in other museums will find this catalogue 
to be a valuable, accurate and systematic record of the bird holotypes and 
selected syntypes, numbering about 8,500, in the Department of Zoology. 

We apologise for any minor inconsistencies of presentation, due to the 
fact that the original entries were prepared in systematic order, over a 
period of years, and that more than one person was involved. Some small 
differences in the wording of entries which only became apparent in the 
final proofs were not considered of sufficient importance to merit alteration, 


Drawings as Type Specimens 


The library of the Museum holds a number of original drawings of 
birds, on which, in some instances, the descriptions and names of new 
species were based, and the models of which were not preserved. These 
drawings must, therefore, be considered as the holotypes, and all those 
accepted as such are now listed in this volume. They are all of Australian 
birds, by four artists of whom Forster, Parkinson and Ellis have been 
dealt with by Lysaght (1959). The fourth was Thomas Watling [1762- 
?c. 1810). 

Watling arrived at Port Jackson, Sydney, in October 1792, as a convict 
transported for forgery ; and was employed by Surgeon J. White to make 
drawings ‘ of landscapes and natural objects’. Latham (1801, and in 
Sharpe 1906) may have based his descriptions in whole or in part on 
Watling’s drawings or on copies of them by himself and others (see 
references on p. vi) although he also had access to the paintings by 
various artists collected by A. B. Lambert. These were drawn in New 
South Wales and sent to Latham in about 1800, and are now in Lord 
Derby’s library at Knowsley, Lancashire. The two series of drawings 
were compared by H. W. England, Librarian of the department of Zoology 
at the Museum (Mathews 1942), and he numbered the drawings in the 
sequence in which they are mounted in the volumes. Both the Watling 
and the Lambert drawing numbers are given in the entries here. A 
number of the drawings listed by Sharpe (1906) cannot be accepted as 
types of Latham’s descriptions ; some being now considered indeter- 
minate, while in other instances Latham used other material. Some type 
descriptions were wrongly attributed to Latham by Sharpe. Four of 
Latham’s English names, although listed by Sharpe, were not latinized 
by him and are not types. Since they are in English they are not referred 
to in the main sequence of this volume ; they are :—no. 270 Crested or 
Caspian Tern, no. 274 New Holland Tern, no. 277 New Holland Crimson- 
billed Gull, and no. 291 New Holland Penguin. 


INTRODUCTION V 


Additional notes on Authors and Collections 


Johan Natterer [1787-1843] and August von Pelzeln [1825-1891] 


The collection made by Natterer in Brazil between 1817 and 1835 went 
to the Imperial Zoological Cabinet, Vienna, and was described by von 
Pelzeln (1871) using some names proposed by Natterer. Von Pelzeln 
would refer to several specimens that had been collected from various 
localities on different dates, and only rarely selected a holotype. P. L. 
Sclater received a number of the specimens in exchange with Vienna, 
and his collection was purchased by the Museum between 1884 and 1890. 
Those specimens referred to by Sclater (1888-1890) as “ authentic speci- 
mens ”, the dates and localities of which agree with the original des- 
cription, are recognised here as syntypes. 


N. A. Vigors [1785-1840] and T. Horsfield [1773-1859] 


“ Australian birds in the collection of the Linnean Society” (Trans. 
Linn. Soc. Lond., 15 : 170-331) was published on 9 February 1827 (minutes 
of the Council of the Society). The first four volumes of Peters’ Checklist 
(1931-1939) cite the year incorrectly as 1826, while subsequent volumes 
cite 1827. A few entries in volume 1 of the present work may give the 
incorrect date. 


E. L. Layard [1824-1900] and his son L. C. Layard (dates not known) 


Sharpe (1906) gives information on the Layards, father and son, and 
my note on H. B. Tristram in volume one mentions the former. L. C. 
Layard would sometimes send home to his father further specimens from 
the same locality soon after the original description was published. Some 
of these have been incorrectly labelled “ type ” or described as such in the 
Catalogue of Birds. Where this has occurred such invalid “ types ” 
have entries in the present work with the initial name not in boldface 
print.
